TBX UNITED STATES SENATORSHIP. 


Since the announcement of Hon. 


Georje 8. Nixon as a candidate lor 
United States Senator the air ia fall of 
tomora regarding the Senatorship. It 
!• intimated that Hon. A. O. Cleveland 
of White Pine will be in the race, and 
that he will receive support from the 
Silver men and get the entire Republi- 
can vote. Judge Bigelow'a name is 
also mentioned in connection with the 
position on the Republican side. 


There will be five Republicans in the 


Legislature—three in the Senate, all 
hold-overs, and two in the Assembly. 
As the man who receives the compli- 
mentary rote of the Republicans will 
be expected te bq accorded a respectful 
bearing from Mr. Hanna or Mr. McKin- 
ley, whichever may be President, re- 
garding the distribution of Federal 
pie, it is not probable that Mr. Cleve 
land will be that man. His course at 
the St. Louis convention, which ho left 
with other silver Republicans, greatly 
displeased Mr. Hanna, and his indorse- 
ment by the Republican members of 
tha Legislature for United States Sen- 
nt.ar ronnUl b» an insult wbicn the new 
Administration might resent by filling 
every Federal position in Nevada with 
carpet-baggers. The pie counter men 
will therefore give Mr. Cleveland the 
cold shoulder should he be a candidate 
for the Senatorship. They voted against 
the interests of the State for office, and 
they are not going to jeopardize their 
chances of getting it by voting for a 
man who left the St. Louis convention 
when it declared against silver. 


The friends of Senator Jones and of 


Mr. Njxon are counting noses, but do 
not agree as to results. Nixon's friends 
concede all of the Storey delegation, 
two of the three Assemblymen from 
Ormsby, f»nu two of the four from 
Washoe to Senator Jones. Tbe three 
Assemblymen from Elko and one from 
Lincoln are also conceded to Senator 
Jones, bet in many of the eastern coun 
ties there were no local conventions, 
all the candidates being Silver men 
who, it is claimed, are not pledged to 
any particular person for Senator. 
Whether this claim is well founded re- 
mains to be seen. 


There are nine hold-over Senators, a 


majority of whom are for Senator 
Jones. Three of the nine are Republi- 
cans, one of whom is known to be H 
Jones man, and another of whom was 
pledged by platform to vote for a silver 
man for United States Senator. Of 
the six Senators elected last November 
three are said to be pledged by plat- 
form to Senator Jones, which will in- 
sure him a majority of the Senate, and 
if he is defeated the greater part of 
Mr. Nixon'«. support must be in the 
Assembly, though it is claimed that 
twelve of the thirty members of that 
body are avowed Jones men. 


RAILROAD .BUILDING IN 1896. 


The Railway Age, which advised every 


man employed in any capacity on rail- 
roads during the recent campaign to 
vote for a continuance of the gold 
standard is now forced to admit that 


. the contraction of the currency is not 


very beneficial to the country. That it 
has virtually prevented the building of 
new railroads and the extension of old 
lines is shown by the statement of 
railroad construction in 1896. 
During 


the year only 1802 miles of railroad 
were constructed in the United States. 
This ia the smallest mileage x>f any 
year since 1875. Track was laid in 08 
of the 49 States and Territories of the 


way can be found for adjusting the 
existing difficulties in a manner satis- 
factory to all concerned. There is said 
o be a decided change of sentiment ia 
Madrid caused by the sympathy ex- 
pressed for the Cubans in the United 
States. 
The plan proposed by the 


Spanish authorities some months ago 
provided for a Cuban Congress of 
thirty members, of whom the Queen 
Regent was to name fifteen, and the 
people of Cuba to elect fifteen. It is 
now proposed to modify this plan and 
permit the people of Cuba to elect 
all the members. The entire control 
of tariff legislation is also to be given 
the Cubans. 


The United States Government will 


probably use its good offices to bring 
about a settlement of the Cuban ques- 
tion on the proposed basis and end the 
struggle which 
has desolated the 


island and resulted in the butchery of 
many of its bravest and most patriotic 
citizens. 


It is now ascertained almost to a cer- 


tainty that the United States will not 
recognize Cuban independence. Cham 
bers of Commerce, whose members 
have more or less trade with Cuba, and 
the holders of Spanish bonds are op- 
posed to the recognition of the Cubans 
and thir will is law with the powers 
that be and the powers that are to be 
in Washington.

Apple Butter Like Grand in.>iij r&. 
The first thing to do is to secure some 


good, sweet older (apple cider) and boil 
it half away. This should be done the 
day before yon expect to hegia with the 
apples. I nee a' porcelain lined kettle 
that holds five gallons. Boil it half 
nwny and let it remain in the kettle 
overnight on the back of the stove. The 
advantage of this is it is warm and will 
begin cooking earlier. As soon as possi- 
ble the nest morning I begin and pre- 
pure the apples as for sanco and put in- 
to the cider nil it will hold. Fill the pot 
full to the top, and as it cooks soft keep 
petting in more apples to keep the ket- 
tle full until it is quite thick and let 
cook slowly and stir very often, as it 
will burn very readiiy if it is over too 
hot a fire. It needs to be rooked a long 
time. 
I never finish mine in one clay; 


simply move it back on tho stovo where 
it will not cook, bi-.t keep warm over- 
night. When it is clone, it will be cooked 
nwuy considerably and thick and daik 
I]!JP a jam or marmalade. Do not sweet- 
en uutil nearly douu, ae it burns more 
quickly, and by cooking away as it does 
it might he too sweet. Use white sugar 
mid swpeten to taste. I use uo spices, as I 
consider they spoil the flavor of the cider 
ii!id cpiilos. If they are us:ci, they should 
bo of the very best and carefully added. 
This recipe keeps perfectly without be- 
ii 2 pat up airtight. I put it in stone 
ji-.rs and tie a cloth over it merely to 
krrn out dust.—Practical Farmer.
